NOW "CHURNING WITH INDIGNATION" AND THIS IS ANOTHER SIGN THAT 
"AMERICAN LEADERS HAVE ONCE MORE MISREAD THE SIGNS OF 

THE TIMES." EDITORIALIST SUGGESTS INCIDENT MAKES REVIEW 
OF US BASES IN PHILIPPINES IMPERATIVE. "MAYAGUEZ IS A 
LESSON WE SHOULD NOT FORGET. AND, AT A TIME WHEN ASIAN 
NATIONS ARE ON THE THRESHOLD OF FORMING A REGION OF PEACE. 
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THE FLAGRANT DISCOURTESY -TO SAY THE LEAST-SMACKS OF THE

LINE IN EXPRESS AND ORIENT NEWS. IT SHOWS HEAVILY ARMED 
AMERICAN SOLDIER ANGRILY POINTING HIS FINGER AT A SMALT. 

FIGURE (LABELED CAMBODIA) HOLDING EMPTY SLING SHOT. 

AMERICAN HAS MARK ON HELMET WHICH IS LABELED "MAYAGUEZ 
CAPTURE". CARTOON IS ENTITLED "BIG IOE IS SORE". BUT 
THIS BALANCED BY CARTOON IN MAY 19 EXPRESS WHICH SHOWS 
CAMBODIAN IMPALED BY ARTILLERY SHELL TELLING KHMER ROUGE 
GOVERNMENT "BAD NEWS, COMRADE, THE UNITED STATES IS STILL

5. COMMENT: GIVEN FILIPINO NATIONAL CHARACTER, WE SUSPECT 
MOST PEOPLE HERE VIEWED DECISIVE AMERICAN ACTION IN RE- 
CLAIMING MAYAGUEZ AND RESCUING ITS CREW POSITIVELY. GOP, 
HOWEVER, COULD BE INTERESTED IN PLAYING UP THAI ANGER AT 
ALLEGEDLY CAVALIER TREATMENT BY USG BECAUSE OF ITS POTENTIAL 
RELEVANCE TO BASE TALKS WITH US. DESPITE 
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POSSIBLE INTEREST IN EXPLOITING MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT, GOP'S 
REACTION AS EXPRESSED IN THE MEDIA SO FAR HAS BEEN RATHER MILD.
